This office action is in response to amendment filed on 07/02/2008, the 
amendment ahs been considered. Claims 1-35 have been canceled and claims 36-61 
have been newly written which are represents the subject matter of canceled claims 1- 
35. Claims 36-61 are pending for examination. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed on 07/02/2008 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-35 have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

• Claims 36-61 are allowed. 

• Regarding independent claims 36, 45, 56, 57 and 58 Prior art singly or in 
combination fails to teach claim limitation, among other things, the 
combination of filtering traffic via throttle filer by applying a rule: a 
maximum number of connection allowed in reference to maximum number 
of connection requested by a requestor during a cycle based on this 
criteria dropping the connection silently and creating a soft error on client 
end and if throttle filter allows the transport layer component of the 
connection request, further processing applies to the application layer 
component. 
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• Claims 37-44, 59, 61 are dependent of claim 36 and claims 46-55 and 60 
depends from claim 45, which further limits the parent claims. 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avid processing delays, should 
preferably accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled
